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New Metro Development Plan 
To Be Downscaled in Area

A revised concept plan for the 
proposed Greenbelt Metro project 
is under design by EDAW, site 
planner and designer for the 
original Metroland concept plan, 
which was unveiled on September 
24, 1998. According to Patrick 
Ricker of Beltway Indian Creek, 
LLC, one of four companies un- 
der the umbrella of Metroland 
Developers, LLC, a site plan 
could be submitted to the county 
by January 2000. However, 
Metroland attorney Dana Stebbins 
of the law firm of Wilkes, Artis, 
Hedrick & Lane cautioned that 
before submitting a site plan to 
the county, all parties - develop- 
ers, municipalities and the Citi- 
zens to Conserve and Restore In- 
dian Creek (CCRIC) - must reach 
agreement. A task force is being 
formed for this purpose. 
Metroland Developers, a joint 
venture, also includes Clark Re- 
alty Capital, LLC; Petrie 
Dierman, Kughn/The Shopco 
Group; and A. H. Smith & Asso- 
ciates. 

Stebbins told the News Re- 
view that the “quality of the de- 
velopment (upscale and mixed- 
use) will remain unchanged” but 
restricting development to a lim- 
ited area-on the site to preserve 
the environmentally sensitive land 
would require a main street ap- 
proach, similar to Reston Town 
Center, rather than a mall con- 
figuration. 

In a September 29 memo Terri 
Hruby, Greenbelt community 
planner, had previously notified 
the city that such a change was 
in the works. She noted that at a 
meeting earlier that day in Col- 
lege Park, Ricker had “indicated 
that a regional mall is no longer 
being considered due to the re-

duction in developable acres and a 


more main street approach is be- 
ing pursued.” He referred to the 
possibility that the governor would 
be willing to negotiate the acqui- 
sition and dedication of 130+ 
acres of open space land on the 
Smith tract. 

. In return for the possible acqui- 
sition and dedication of the envi- 
ronmental envelope, Metroland 
seeks support for a revised con- 


cept proposing the development of 


83+ acres in the northern portion 


of the core area and 52+ acres in 


the southern portion. 
On the 135+ acres proposed for 


development on the Washington 


Metropolitan Area Trahsit Author- 
ity (WMATA) and Smith proper- 
ties, residential, retail, office and 
commercial development are being 


considered, along with amenities 


such as a conference center, res- 


_taurants, and a multiplex cinema. 


A north/south connector road and 
a full interchange (see separate 
story) remain part of the concept 
plan, the memo reports. 

Prior to submitting a site plan 


to the county, Metroland will be 


seeking approval by the councils 


of Greenbelt, Berwyn Heights, 


College Park and New Carrollton 
of “A Resolution in Support of the 
State Acquisition of Environmen- 
tally Sensitive Portions of Land 


Proposed for Development Around 
the Greenbelt Metrorail Station 


and in Overall Support of the 
Greenbelt Metro Development 
Project.” This and other key is- 
sues, such as Metroland’s insis- 
tence on a full interchange to “im- 
prove access to the Metro Station, 
the Agricultural Research Center 
and the Greenbelt Metro Park 
area” are expected to be hotly de- 
bated at upcoming task force 
meetings. The Greenbelt City 


Council has already voted to op- 
pose the interchange but supports 
acquisition of the environmental 
envelope. The councils, of Col- 
lege Park and Berwyn Heights 
have not yet taken a position on 
the interchange. 
History 

When WMATA awarded pur- 
chase and development rights of 
the Greenbelt Metro Station to 
Metroland on September 24, 
1998, the developer’s proposal 
covered only 123 acres, 78 acres 
of WMATA and 45 acres of 
Smith properties. This- total was 
not ‘enough to meet the require- 
ment of the county’s Zoning Text 
Amendment CB-35, which estab- 
lished a new land use category in 
the I-2 heavy industrial zone 
“Metro Planned Community” of 
no less than 150 contiguous acres 
abutting an existing or future 
Metro station. 

Later, contiguous acreage 
owned by Smith. was added to the 
mixed-use development plan for a 
total of 240 acres. To accommo- 
date a revised concept, CB-35 
will probably need to be 
amended. 


The original concept design 


was criticized by local citizens, 
including CCRIC, for not preserv- 
ing the environmentally-sensitive 
land on the Smith property. To- 
taling about 130 acres, the envi- 
ronmental envelope was included 
on the Sector Planning Group’s 
preferred concept plan. The plan- 
ning group is composed of repre- 
sentatives of community organiza- 
tions, property owners, and the 
municipalities of Berwyn Heights, 
College Park and Greenbelt. Led 


-by a Maryland National Capital 


Park and Planning Commission 
planning team, the group has held 
meetings over the past two years. 


A Trail of Letters Exposes 
A Tale of Misunderstandings

In earlier centuries popular 
novelists worked their fictions 
through exchanges of letters 
among their characters. Some- 
times in real life plots and sub- 
plots develop also through this 
medium. As a case in point, con- 
sider a set of intertwining mis- 
sives all sent in the month of Oc- 
tober—not so much directed to 
each other as, one might say, past 
each other. By series end, reso- 
lution of the plot appears now 
consigned to another major char- 
acter, the governor of Maryland. 

The set of letters begins with 
a brusque two-paragraph piece on 


October 8 over the signatures of 


Alfred H. and Harry R. Smith, 
owners of the site of the sand 
and gravel operation founded by 
their father, A. H. Smith. Di- 
rected to attorney Dana Stebbins 
with the law firm of Wilkes, 
Artis, Hedrick & Lane, the letter 


Stresses that their patience had 
worn thin in the matter of the ap- 
proval process for the Metroland 
development. | 

As participants in the venture, 
the Smiths expressed their desire 
to end their involvement within 
the month. “We have been ap- 
proached by several industrial us- 
ers,” their letter states, “and are 
currently in discussions regarding 
leases and sales.” Such purposes 
would be within their rights, since 
the property carries an [-2, or 
heavy industrial, zoning. 

Three days later, on Monday, 
October 11, and unaware of this 
communication, the Greenbelt 
City Council went on record as 
opposing a Beltway interchange to 
the Metro property. This action, 
just before the city election, was 
taken even though an interchange 
had been considered necessary by 
the developers and most profes- 
sional planners if the mixed-use 





development plan was to come to 
fruition. To convey their unani- 
mous decision, council sent a let- 
ter dated October 13 to John 
Porcari, secretary of the Mary- 
land Department of Transporta- 
tion.

Joseph Leo Muller 


Joseph Leo Muller, 89, of 
Lakeside North died on Monday, 
November 15, 1999 at Doctors 
Community Hospital. A Pioneer 
Greenbelter, Mr. Muller had lived 
in the city for 61 years. 

Mr. Muller was born in New 
York. He was a graduate of New 
York State College of Forestry, 
Syracuse, New York. Following 
his graduation Mr. Muller worked 
for the Forest Service, the W. B. 
Morse Lumber Co. and for 13 
years he was chief of the Lumber 
Division of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. He was appointed 
by President Kennedy to repre- 
sent the United States in three in- 
ternational conferences on lumber 
interest. During the course of his 
tenure with the Commerce De- 
partment, he traveled around the 
world no less than three times. 
He also authored three books 
while with the Commerce De- 
partment to assist small busi- 
nesses. He retired in 1973 as a 
Foreign Trade Mission Specialist 
with the Department of Com- 
merce. 

In 1937 Mr. Muller married 
Ida Mae Bourgart. They recently 
celebrated their 62nd wedding 
anniversary. When they moved to 
Greenbelt they lived first in the 
apartments because the govern- 
ment houses were for families. 
Their children were born and 
raised in Greenbelt. They lived in 


33 Court Ridge Rd. and 
Lakeview Circle. After his retire- 
ment, not wanting to leave 
Greenbelt, tney lived. in an apart- 


ment at Lakeside North for six 
months of the yeai 

He first attended Holy Re- 
deemer Church parish services in 
the Community building and then 
in the theatre. When St. Hugh’s 
Church was built he became a 
member and was very active in 
the parish. He also sang in the 
choir for a time. 

Mr. Muller held a private 
pilot’s license. He flew his plane 
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Joseph Leo Muller 


from the old Shrom airport. His 
children often walked over to the 
airport with him. During World 
War II he patrolled the coast as a 
private citizen. 

An amateur artist and musi- 
cian, he joined Greenbelt’s first 
theatre group (the Greenbelt Play- 
ers) and took part in some of 
their plays. In the 50s he played 
men’s softball in the city. 

One of the things he was most 
proud of was that his suggestion 
was taken to plant the median in 
the entrance to Greenbelt from 
Greenbelt Road to Crescent Rd. 
(Southway). This resulted in the 
beautiful display we see today. 

Mr. Muller is survived by his 
wife Ida Mae Muller of 
Greenbelt, sons Leonard J. Muller 
of Wheaton, Illinois, Kenneth M. 
Muller, Gambrills, and Rex J. 
Muller, Pineville, North Carolina; 
daughter Kathleen A. Kaiser, 
Greenbelt, grandchildren Mark, 
Margaret, Peter, Aimee, Pamela, 
Angela, Barbara, Lindsey and 
Emily; and seven great-grandchil- 
dren.

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FOGL Seeks Members to Support the Library

Friends of the Greenbelt Li- 
brary (FOGL), now in its 15th 
year, is launching a membership 
drive to involve more patrons in 
its many library-supporting ac- 
tivities. 

In the early 1960s, a Friends 
group, the Greenbelt Library As- 
sociation, was formed. Resi- 
dents lobbied diligently for a 
county library branch in 
Greenbelt. 

After the present building 
opened in 1970, the Association 
quietly disbanded. In 1983, Bar- 
bara Simon led a drive to recon- 
stitute a Friends group. The 
Novel Endings Bookstore was 
created at that time as the only 
county library bookstore to be 
run by a Friends group. 


Money 

Lifetime membership can be 
secured by a small, one-time fee. 
The bookstore sales generate 
funds for FOGL activities. Over 
the years, the Friends group has 
financed such childrens’ activities 
as the Summer Quest reading pro- 
gram, books and other materials 
and winter programs. Adult pro- 
grams, magazine subscriptions 
and paperbacks, and the cost of 
typewriter and computer mainte- 
nance are examples of other 
FOGL-financed projects. The 
group also organized day-long 
celebrations (featuring readings, 
music, arts projects and food fes- 
tivals) for the Greenbelt Library's 
50th and 60th anniversary and the 
25th anniversary of the county- 
wide library system.

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Tips for Safe 
Online Shopping 


While there are many conve- 
niences associated with shopping 
online, there are also important 
security and privacy issues that 
should be considered. Before one 
hits the cybermall, the Maryland 
Association of CPAs-recommends 
the following steps be taken. 

Make sure the browser is se- 
cure. Most computers come to- 
day with a secure browser already 
installed. If your computer is 
older, look for a padlock symbol 
or similar icon at the bottom of 
the browser screen, or check with 
the software manufacturer. 

Second, make sure the vendor 
site is secure. Typically, a secure 
Web page begins with the code 
“https” rather than “http.” 

Be cautious about the personal 
information you provide. Never 
release information such as Social 
Security number or bank account 
numbers to make an online trans- 
action. 

Finally, look for the CPA 
WebTrust seal, which means 
that the vendor company has 
passed a_ set of special criteria 
applied to its business practices 
by CPAs.

A stirring rendition of the na- 
tional anthem opened ceremonies 
on October 6 for the dedication 
of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s new George Wash- 
ington Carver Center in 
Beltsville.

Review, where the letter appeared 
in full.) 

Among recipients of copies of 
the letter were Greenbelt’s state 
and county representatives, as 
well as the mayors of Berwyn 
Heights, College Park, and New 
Carrollton, the city’s partners in 
the Four Cities Coalition. Also 
receiving a copy was Joe Chang 
of the Urban Design Planning 
Division of the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. Chang has directed 
the Sectional Map Amendment 
(SMA) process involving local 
citizens in the long-term planning 
process for the regional study that 
includes the Metro and. Smith 
properties. 

Letter to Chang 

Within a week Chang received 
another letter — this one dated 
October 19 from two Prince 
George’s County Councilmem- 
bers, Thomas Hendershot and 
Audrey Scott. (Hendershot repre- 
sents College Park, Berwyn 
Heights, and New Carrollton, and 
Scott represents Greenbelt.) 
Their letter was urgent: concern- 
ing the interchange, it read, “the 
importance of this roadway im- 
provement must not be underesti- 
mated.” 

“We must maximize the eco- 
nomic development potential at 
the metro station,” their letter 
stated, “and without adequate ac- 
cess to serve such development, 
traffic will be forced onto already 
overcrowded local streets.” Al- 
though the SMA process should 
proceed independently of political 
input until its conclusions are for- 
mally presented to the county 
council, the two councilmembers 
urged that “this interchange must 
be a part of the Sector Plan.” 

Stebbins Letter 

One day later, on October 20, 
Dana Stebbins forwarded to Gene 
Lynch, deputy chief of staff to 
Governor Parris Glendening, a 
letter concerning the status of the

Greenbelt Metro project. 
Stebbins advanced two urgent 
concerns: a decision to be made 
by the state in acquiring the en- 
vironmentally sensitive portion of 
the site and “budgetary action to 
advance the design, engineering 
and construction of a full inter- 
change.” 

As defined in the letter, such 
an interchange would provide ac- 
cess not only to the metro site 
but also to the Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center. (U. S. 
Department of Agriculture offi- 
cials have made known their en- 
dorsement of an interchange pro- 
viding a route to the new admin- 
istrative facility on Sunnyside Av- 
enue.) . 

Citing the October 11 action 
by the Greenbelt City Council, 
Stebbins writes that “our client 
is interpreting” it “as an indica- 
tion that they would prefer to 
see the property develop under 
its current industrial zoning.” 
She expresses the intention of 
her firm to continue to work 
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with both College Park and 
Berwyn Heights “to secure their 
support.” Copies of the letter 
from the Smith brothers and the 
Hendershot-Scott letter were at- 
tached. 
Greenbelt Response 

Although the city was not 
listed as receiving a copy di- 
rectly of Stebbins’ letter, one 
obviously became available; for 
on October 27, over the signa- 
ture of Mayor Judith F. Davis, 
an official letter was directed to 
the governor himself. The let- 
ter acknowledges the previous 
council action as opposing the 
interchange but supporting 
“transit-oriented development” 
on the property as long as the 
sensitive wetlands were pre- 
served. The letter charges that 
the Stebbins’ letter misrepre- 
sents the city’s position. 

Stebbins, the city’s letter re- 
counts, had never appeared be- 
fore council concerning the 
Metroland project, nor had she 
attended the meeting in ques- 





tion. The most recent commu- 
nication from the developers 
had occurred at the beginning 
of.-the—-year, - Davis! letter 
stressed, and concerned a plan 
involving “substantial develop- 
ment in the floodplain/wetlands 
area” including “a high density, 
multistoried retail shopping 
mall.” 

The Davis letter accuses the 
developers of “picking and 
choosing” what information 
they share with each municipal- 
ity. “We understand that €ol- 
lege Park and Berwyn Heights 
were presented a ‘resolution’ 
that supports the purchase by 
the State of the wetlands and 
floodplain within the focus 
area. Greenbelt was never ap- 
proached to do so. Nothing is 
more upsetting than to be hear- 
ing about activity within one’s 
community and not being in- 
cluded in the discussions, espe- 
cially when the vast majority of 
impacts will be on City services 
and streets.”

Morning Broadcast

Every morning before school 
at Greenbelt Elementary School, 
young 4th-6th grade researchers 
log on to the Internet and look 
for information to use in the 
daily school in-house, closed cir- 
cuit television broadcast. The 
weather is one topic everyone is 
anxious to hear about. Will there 
be outdoor recess today, or is it 
going to rain or be too cold? 
The broadcast also features a 
daily historical fact. What hap- 
pened on this day 10, 15, or hun- 
dreds of years ago? The students 
comb the lists of information 
found on the Internet and pick 
one or two interesting facts to be 
shared with the entire student 
body. 

The daily show is run by the 
students. They write the news, 
report the news and work the 
cameras. A crew of four reports 
to the studio every day to get 
things ready: the lunch menu, 
the birthday list, a countdown to 
the Millennium, special an- 
nouncements, the weather, etc. 
Guest speakers are featured on 
the show every morning - each 
classroom has a week to send 
one or two different classmates 
everyday, from the 6th grade 
through kindergarten, to be guest 
reporters on the news broadcast. 
Each classroom also has a week 
assigned to them to highlight art- 
work done by the students. This 
gallery runs frora 8:45 to 9 a.m. 
exhibiting the pieces while classi- 
cal music plays in the back- 
ground. The musical selections 
are determined by which artist/ 
countries/genre are being dis- 
cussed in the vocal music classes. 
Of course, special events warrant 
the playing of selections outside 
the curriculum. For example, 
when John Denver’s plane went 
down, his music was played’ for 
several days. The Dixie Girls 
were highlighted after they won 
their Country Music Award. 

Students also get a chance to 
hear the current events question 
on the air. A staff member finds 
a newsworthy headline, turns it 
into a question and invites all the 
classes to find the answer, write 
it down, and send it in. Weekly 
winners and monthly winners are 
picked based upon correct an- 
Swers. 
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the worship services. 

In the fall of her junior year 
Cooper interned 4.5 hours a 
week as a student aide in a fifth 
grade mathematics class at 
Greenbelt Elementary School. 
She helped by grading papers 
and working one-on-one to assist 
students who were having trouble 
with math problems.

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“60 Minutes” vs. Tobacco 
Makes “Insider” Addictive

If you like taut suspense, hard- 
hitting drama with a social con- 
science, and solid performances 
by a fine cast, you will enjoy 
“The Insider,” directed by 
Michael Mann, the movie now 
playing at the Greenbelt Theater. 
Based on a real-life incident that 
made front-page news, the film is 
about an investigation into the to- 
bacco industry by the television 
news show “Sixty Minutes.” The 
star of the show, Mike Wallace 
(played by Christopher Plummer), 
who has a reputation as a crusad- 
ing, if abrasive journalist, is 
shown in an often critical light 
that has made the movie contro- 
versial. 

The film’s protagonist, how- 
ever, is not really Wallace but a 
long-time “Sixty Minutes” pro- 
ducer named Lowell Bergman, 
superbly played by Al Pacino as 
an expert at manipulating hesitant 
potential witnesses into divulging 
more than they really want to tell, 
while trying to maintain a code of 
ethical journalism based on his 
idealistic youth in the counter-cul- 
ture. 

Reluctant Whistle-Blower 

“The Insider” is the story of 
Bergman's relationship with a 
reluctant whistle-blower named 
Jeff Weigand, ably played by 
Russell Crowe, who has been 
forced out of a high-level re- 
search job in a major tobacco 
company. Weigand is angry at 
the company’s deliberate ma- 
nipulation of the nicotine content 
of its cigarettes to make.them as 


addiétive’ a8 Possibler tne ‘Her 


that top executives of seven to- 
bacco companies (“the Seven 
Dwarfs”) have recently appeared 
on television before a congres- 
sional committee, hands in air, 
solemnly swearing that they do 
not believe cigarettes are addic- 
tive, has further enraged him. 

Weigand wants the world to 
know the truth, but in exchange 
for a comfortable severance 
package and good medical insur- 
ance, he has signed a gag order 
forbidding him to reveal com- 
pany secrets. He has a big, ex- 
pensive house, a not-very-sym- 
pathetic wife, and two. children, 
one with life-threatening asthma. 
Weigand has a lot to lose. 

Little by litthe and with great 
psychological skill, Bergman 
persuades him to go on “Sixty 
Minutes” and tell what he 
knows, promising to keep his 
identity secret. Once the seg- 
ment has been taped, however, 
so much financial pressure is 
brought to bear on the network 
that the higher-ups decide not to 
air it — and the so-called cru- 
sader, Wallace, caves in (at least 
as depicted in the film; some 
press reports indicate that this is 
not the whole story). Somehow 
the whistle-blower’s identity 
leaks out, and threats of all 
kinds against him and his family 
follow. 

The pace of the movie sel- 
dom flags as the fact-based ac- 
tion proceeds. This is a big, 
gripping, entertaining movie, and 
if the characters are variations 
on stock Hollywood types 
(Pacino’s producer could almost 
be the stalwart marshal of a 
Hollywood western, facing down 
the forces of evil) — well, this 
is a Hollywood movie with a 
high-gloss surface, after all. The 
picture is timely, with its refer- 
ences to state lawsuits against 


tobacco companies, and it high- 


lights in dramatic form certain in- . 


dustry practices that pose a threat 
to public health. 

From a creative standpoint, I 
found the soundtrack to be one of 
the most interesting things about 
“The Insider.” The music by 
Lisa Gerrard and Peter Bourke is 
consistently outstanding. 

The film, which is refreshingly 
free from sleaze, sex, and vio- 
lence, is nonetheless rated “R,” 
perhaps because four -letter 
words are used freely (and realis- 
tically). Recommended.

Heinz Fricke, music director of 
the Washington Opera, will serve 
as guest conductor for the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Symphony Or- 
chestra in a free concert on Sun- 
day, November 21, at 3 p.m. in 
Tawes Theatre.
